Washington, November 29.—Upon the 
eve of adjournment today of the criminal 
court before which Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine 
js being tried for the killing of James S&S. 
Ayres, Jr., District Attorney Gould an- 
nounced that the government would rest 
tts case after the introduction of one or 
two more witnesses, and that he expected 

- to conclude at the morning session of the 
court tomorrow. Mr. T. W. Keane wil 
then make a preliminary statement in 

Mra. Bonine’s behalf and witnesses for 
the defense will be introduced. It is ex- 
pected that about twenty-five of these 
will be heard. Mrs. Bonine’s counsel say 
that they have not yet decided whether 
ghe shall be put upon the stand. 

Deputy Coroner Glazebrook today con- 
cluded his testimony and Detective Horne 
told of the confession which Mrs. Bonine 
first made to him of her part in the trag- 
edy. Her confession to the chief of police 
also was read. Dr. Glazebrook gave it as 
his opinion that the abrasions on Ayres’ 
legs might have been caused by a woman 
kicking him with sharp heeled slippers 
and said that the bruises on Mrs. Bonine's 
arms looked as if they might have been 
made by a man’s thumb when he was 
gtipping the arms. 

Deputy Coroner Glazebrook today told 
further of the bruises found on the bodies 
of Mrs. Bonine and Ayres, and was fol- 
lowed by Detective Edward Horne, to 
whom Mrs. Bonine made her first official 
eonfession. He said he had first met Mrs. 
“'Bonine on the morning that Ayres’ body 
Wés found. He had then asked her ff she 
knew how Ayres had met his death and 
she said she did not. She told how she 
had been dressed on the night of the kill- 
Ing, and had upon request handed over 
the skirt she had worn. Her manner was 
perfectly cool. 

Her Story of the Struggle. 

On the Monday following the killing, 
while the coroner’s inquest was in prog- 
ress, she had made her confession to him. 
She had, he said, then told him, that at 2 
o'clock on the morning of Wednesday, 
May 15, Ayres had knocked on her door, 
and that when she went to the door he 
said he was sick and asked her to give 
him some medicine. He then, she said, 
tried to put his arm around her and had 
asked to be allowed to go into her room 
to talk over their former differences prior 
to his leaving the hotel, which he was to 
do the next day. She had declined, say- 
ing she did not want to awaken her boys, 
and had then consented to go to his room 
upon his making the plea that there 
would not be time the next morning for 
their conference before his leaving the 
house. 

She had told him that she had dressed 
herself. completely, putting on clean linen 
& wrapper and slippers, and had then fol- 
lowed Ayres to his room, he having re- 
turned to his apartment. When she 
turned the knob of the door Ayres opened 
it from inside and she found him stand- 
ing back of the door holding a revolver 
in his right hand. She had then startea 
to run away, but had tripped and Ayres 
Caught her around the waist. She had 
illustrated in a later interview with him 
and District Attorney Gould her attitude 
end that of Ayres when the shooting oc- 
curred, saying that her back was to 
Ayres, that his right hand ir which the 
revolver was held, was thrown over her 
Shoulder and that she had caught that 
hand with both of hers. She did not 
know how the shots were fired, but she 
felt blood gush over her shoulder. When 
Ayres fell to the floor she fell under him, 
and slipping out had gone to her room, 
where she washed her hands and her 
wrapper and went to bed. 

The wrapper was exhibited to the wit- 
ness and and identified by him. It is 
@ brown-colored garment, trimmed with 
green velvet. 

Her Hands Were Bloody. 

On cross-examination Detective Horne 
Said Mrs. Bonine said to him that she 
hesitated to mentian the tragedy, because 
she feared that in doing so she might do 
injustice to the dead. After Ayres fell 
She found, she said, that her own hand 
Clasped the barrel and that her hands 
were covered with blood. She had not 
discovered the pistol in Ayres’ hand until 
he had bo sited the door. 

Edwin B. Hesse, stenographer at police 
headquarters, who reported the statement 
of Mrs. Bonine as made to the chief of 
police, was next called and identified 
the transcript of his notes of that s%ate- 
ment. 

When the court convened for the after- 
hoon session Stenographer Hesse’s two re- 
borts of statements made by Mrs. Bonine 
to the chief of police were offered as 
evidence and accepteJ, the defense mak- 
Ing no objection. District Attorney Gould 
read the statements to the jury. The 
first was made on May 17, two days af- 
ter the tragedy, and in this Mrs. Bonine 
€xpressed the opinion that a man must 
have done the killing, because she did not 
Suppose 2 woman capable of the crime. 
She said then that she knew of no one

Court Decision Sustains Rul- 
ing of Authorities in Ex- 
cluding Them. 


BODEN WILL BE DEPORTED 
TO IRELAND IN ONE WEEK 


Supposed Consumptive Has Been a 
Resident of Philadelphia—Wife 
and Child Will Accom- 
pany Him Back to 
Ireland. 


New York, November 29.--United States 
Judge Thomas, sitting in the United 
States circuit court in Brooklyn, today 
decided in favor of the ruling of the 
treasury department at Washington in 
the case of Thomas Boden, of Philadel- 
phia. 

The decision prohibits Boden, a _ sup- 
posed consumyfttive, from remaining in 
the country. Unless the case is appealed 
to the circuit court of appeals BOden will 
be deported one week from tomorrow, 
probably on the steamship Etruria. 
Boden's. wife and child have remained 
from choice at Ellis island and will ac- 
company Boden back to Ireland. 

Judge Thomas decides that, as a simple 
question of fact was before him in the 
premises, he could not officially do other- 
wise than sustain the treasury depart- 
ment. No question of law, he observed, 
has been propounded in the writ of ha- 
beas corpus sued out by Boden’s law- 
yer. The case has to do with the right 
of consumptives to land here as immi- 
grants. 


SEAMEN ASK FOR LEGISLATION. 


Resolutions Adopted by the Conven- 
tion of Their Union. 

Buffalo, N. ¥., November 29 —The com- 
mittee on resolutions of the sixth annual 
convention of the International Seamen's 
Union of America, reposted today. The 
report was a®pit®. 

The bill introguced in the last congress 
to amend the laws relating to American 


; Seamen and to improve the personne! of 


the merchant marine was indorsed and 
its reintroduction urged. The report of 
the committee calls attention'to the un- 
dermanning of all classes of vessels. I'he 
employment of Asiatics as sailors is con- 
demned. “We would insist.’ the report 
Says, “that if our country is to be able 
to use its growing navy. seamen must be 
provided, and preferably native seamen. 
Unless; the American boy can he induced 
to seek the sea for a livelihood, there will 
be no field from which the navy can be 
recruited in time of need.” 

Congress is petitioned for an increased 
appropriation for the marine hospital 
service.

Idaho Senator V Will A Affiliate with 
Democratic Party. 

Boise, Idaho, November 29.—United 
States Senator Henry Heitfeld, of this 
State, has addressed a letter to Bishop 
Andrews, of this city, chairman of the 
central committee, an- 
nouncing his; withdrawal from the popu- 
list party and his affiliation with the 
democratic party.

Kolik Couldn’t Understand and So 
Received a Bullet. 
Minneapolis, November 29.—In the dis- 
trict court today Samuel Hogan was sen- 
tenced to three years in the state peni- 
tentiary for shooting Peter Kolik soon 
after the McKinley assassinafion. Kolik 
is a Pole, and on being asked if he was 
an anarchist, replied that he was. It 
afterwards developed that he did not un- 
derstand English well, and supposed he 
was asked whether he was an organist. 


DUKE OF TECK BADLY HURT. 


Thrown from Horse and Suffers Con- 
cussion of Brain. 

London, November 29.—The duke of 
Teck was thrown from his horse today 
while out hunting near Nantwich, Ches- 
ter, sustaining a concussion of the brain 
and an injury to his hip.

There has been some feeling over the 
matter, but whep Bishop Galloway an- 
nounced that the election would be held 
Dr. Willson’s friends were confident that 
he would be reelected. On the first bal- 
lot Dr. Willson received 95 votes, Dr. W. 
R. Richardson 74, Rev. E. O. Watson 30 
and Rev. R. E. Stackhouse, of Pendleton, 
23; total, 235; necessary to a choice, 118. 
On the second ballot there were 245 votes; 
necessary to a choice, 122. The return 
was Richardson 117, Willson 102, Watson 

5 and Stackhouse 8, On the third and 
final ballot Watson and Stackhouse re- 
ceived 2 votes each and L. F. Beaty 1, 
richardson 133, Willson 102. 

Dr. Willson Affected. 

Dr. Willson was visibly affected. He 
walked to the edge of the pulpit beside 
the bishop’s desk and said, with trem- 
bling voice, that at the call of the confer- 
ence he had unwillifgly taken up this 
work, and unwillingly does he put it 
aside. He had not sought it in the be- 
cinning, but had becun to love the work. 
However, he would in a manly spirit re- 
céive the dictum of the cor ference. 

He concluded: 

“All I ask of you, bishop, is to send 
me to the pooorest charge, with the most 
miserly salary in the conference, that 1 
may show to my brethren that the shafts 
at have been directed at me are un- 
just. 

The first matter before the conference 
was the proposition to remove the Co- 
lumbia Female college from this city. 
This was disposed of for a year by the 
passing of a resolution providing that 
places desirous of having the college 
should submit their bids to the board of 
trustees which will report at the next 
conference. 

Rev. Dr. Lambuth, of Nashville, and 
Rev. Mr. Tarboux, of the Brazil mission, 
addressed the conference on the subject 
of missions. 


Rev: R. C. McRoy Expelled. 

The crial committee made a report on 
the charges preferred against Rev. R. C. 
McRoy, who was charged with gross im- 
morality. The committee recommended 
that he be expelled from the ministry and 
the church, and the conference indorsed 
the report. It was stated that while it was 
a most unwelcome duty to perform, still 
the church required that the character 
of its ministers be irreproachable, and 
the disagreeable duty was met without 
fear or favor. 

A memorial was presented, which is to 
go to the general conference, against the 
use of tobacco by ministers. The pream- 
ble laid many faults to the weed, among 
other things being that its use was a 
filthy habit, that its indulgence is tin 
the nature of a habit injurious to the 
health, and that ministers should by pre- 
cept and example discourage its use. The 
terms used against the weed brought 
laughter, although the signers of the me- 
morial were deeply in earnest. It re- 
quested the general conference to pass a 
law to make new ministers take a pledge 
not to use tobacco. 

The election of editor for The Advocate 
was the principal event of the day, one 
over which there has been great interest 
and some feeling. 

‘Edward Ehlich, of Columbia, was elect- 
ed lay delegate to the general conference. 

The anniversary of the missionary 
board was celebrated tonight. 

Addresses were made by Bishop Can- 
dier, Dr. Tarboux, of Brazil, and Dr. 
Lambuth, missionary secretary. Bishop 
Candler’s address was, perhaps, the finest 
of its kind ever heard in this conference.

Washington, November 29.—The major 
portion of the last cabinet meeting before 
the convening of congress was devoted 
tc passing on some recess appointments 
which will be sent to congress next week. 

Considerable time was spent on the 
question of reappointing Governor Jenk- 
ins, of Oklahoma. Charges were made 
against Governor Jenkins regarding his 
connection with a cattle company organ- 
ized in the territory, and the president 
gave him a hearing last Monday. It 
was decided today not to reappoint him. 

Practically all the members of the 
cabinet will accompany the president to 
Philadelphia tomorrow to witness the An- 
napolis-West Point football game. They 
will go as guests of Secretary Root, to 
whose special train the president’s car 
will be attached. It has been arranged 
that President Roosevelt will occupy the 
sailor boys’ box during the first half of 
the game and the soldiers’ box the last 
half. This arrangement was made on 
the theory that the West Pointers will 
win and that the president will be in the 
winning box at the conclusion of the 
game. The special train will leave here 
shortly after 10 o’clock. Secretary Root 
at the meeting today presented the pres- 
ident and each of his associates with a 
cane made from the wood of an ancient 
Chinese gun carriage captured at the 
siege of Pekin. 

The carriage was said to be over 500 
years old. 


MUST KEEP OUT OF POLITICS. 


Knox Warns the Employees of De- 
partment of Justice. 

Kansas City, Mo., Novefmber 29.—The 
United States nsital and district at- 
torney today received copies of a circu- 
lar from United States Attorney General 
Knox which calls attention of all officers 
and employees of the department of jus- 
tice to a circular issued August «20, 1900, 
forbidding any executive officer or em- 
ployee to solicit or receive political con- 
tributions from any officers or emplovees 
of the United States. The following 
further directions on this subject are 
added to the new circular: 

“Rule No. 2 of the civil service rules 
provides that no person in the execu- 
service shall use his official 
authority or official influence for the 
purpose of interfering with an election 
or control the result thereof. The spirit 
of the civil service laws and rules ren- 
ders it highly undesirable for federal 
officers and employees to take an active 
part in political conventions or in the 
direction of other parts of political ma- 
chinery. Persons in the government ser- 
vice under this department should not 
act-as chairmen of political organiza- 
tions nor make themselves unduly prom- 
inent in local political matters.’’ 


DALY AND EX-CONFEDERATES. 


Alleged He Promised $50,000 for 
Monument to Dixis Heroes. 
New York, November 29.—Procee.lings 
have been brought in the surrogate court 
by Paul Cooksey, who claims to be a 
creditor of the estate of the late Marcus 
Daly, to have the Daly will admitted 
to probate in this state.

|DEATH CLEARS 


RED MYSTERY 


Dying Man Reveals Secret of 
a Murder Committed * 
Thirty Years Ago. 


INNOCENT MEN TRIED 


FOR KILLING MITCHELL 
- 


Fortunately They Were Acquitted. 
With Last Breath Campbell 
Solves Mystery — Four 
Murderers All Died in 
a Tragic Manner. 


Jackson, Miss., November 29.—(Special.) 
The slow surenegs of God's retributive 


justice is strikingly illustrated in the | 


Mitchell murder mystery, which has just 
been made clear in Amite county after a 
lapse of thirty-one years. The confes- 
sion of a dying man clears up a hereto- 
fore impenetratable halo of darkness and 
removes the stigma from the escutcheon 
of a tamily suspected of participation in 
the bloody deed, notwithstanding the ac- 
quittal after a spirited battle, in the 
criminal courts. 

On the 2th day of January, 
prosperous farmer named Antone 
Mitchell was assassinated at his planta- 
tion home near the town of Liberty, the 
seat of Amite county, and several thou- 
sand dollars stolen from his person. The 
old man had just returned from town, 
where he had marketed 100 bales of cot- 
ton and received the money therefor in 
gold and: bills. ° 

Innocent Men Suspected. 

Great excitement was produced by the 
murder, as Mr. Mitchell was one of the 
county’s most prominent citizena, a man 
of means, and had been a member of the 
legislature for several years.- Experi- 
enced detectives were sent for to in- 
vestigate the crime and a few days later 
the McCoy brothers, three young men 
who had hitherto borne good reputations 
in the county, were placed under arrest. 
A long and tedious trial followed, but 
the prosecution failed to make out a con- 
vincing case to the jury, though some 
rather strong circumstantial evidence 
was presented. The three young men 
were acquitted, but many persons still 
believed in their guilt until a few days 
ago, when the confession of a dying man 
removed the veil of mystery. 

Confession of the Murderer. 

Mitchell was killed by four of the best 
known citizens of the county, men who 
had been his friends and neighbors for 
many years, and they were never sus- 
pected of participating in the crime, but. 
continued. to live almost within the very 

law of the county temple of justice. 


: four men were Colonei Frank. Poew-. 


ers, William Weldon, R. H. McClelland 
and Winans Campbell. The latter made 
the confession which solves the mystery. 
He had moved from the scene of the 
crime to Jackson, La., and for many 
years had eked out a precarious liveli- 
hood. -In his dying hours he was left to 
the. ministrations of a few kind-hearted 
people in the neighborhood. With the 
last gasps of breath he told the story of 
the crime, sparing not a single detail or 
attempting to shield the men who had 
participated with him in the bloody deed. 

Tragic Deaths of Guilty Parties. 

Justice is cheated in the end, however, 
for the other three men are long since 
dead and almost forgotten by the people 
who formerly knew them. Campbell con- 
fessed that he killed Colonel Powers in 
a roadside duel, and this killing had also 
been a mystery until his death bed story 
was related. Weldon met a violent death 
at Bayou Sara, La., fifteen years ago, 
and the miserable ending of the entire 
quartet forms one of the most tragic 
chapters in Mississippi's criminal his- 
tory. 

A witness who perhaps could have 
cleared up the mystery at the time of 
the McCoy trial got drunk while the 
hearing was in progress, became boister- 
ous on the streets and reSisted the sheriff

RODS IN PICKLE 
FOR VENEZUELA 


Emperor William To Adopt 
Strong Measures To Col- 
lect Debts. 


COLOMBIA, TOO, THROWS 
DOWN GAGE TO CASTRO 


She Notifies Venezuela of Severance 
of Kéetations—Breach Step To- 
ward War—Castro Likely 
To Invoke Monroe 
Doctrine. 


Washington, November 2.—The state 
department has received confirmation of 
the notification from the Colombian gov- 
ernment to Venezuela that it has ter- 
minated diplomatic relations. This came 
in the shape of a dscerporiney from Minis- 
ter Hart. 

This action is the result of the hasty 
withdrawal last. August from the Venez- 
uelan capita] of Dr. Rico, the Colombian 
minister there. Such a breach does not 
necessarily mean war, though it is un- 
doubtedly a step in that direction. Ven-

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Secretary of War Root Makes an Interesting’ Report 
on What the Government Is Doing for the 
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The purpose of the amendment, he says, 
is to put it in the power of a majority 
of the house to control proceedings in‘a 
regular and deliberate way and to take 
from the committee on rules some of the 
absolute power it now possesses of de- 
4ermining what legislation shall come be- 
fore the house. Explaining the effect of 
the proposed rule, Mr. Swanson says: 

“I'nder this rule the business of the 
house would proceed as heretofore, ex- 
cept when a majority desired legislation 
which it is prevented from having by the 
spéaker and the committee of the house. 
Ynder this rule a majority of the mem- 
bers would be enabled in a regular way, 
after a reasonable time, to control ths 
legislation of the house, The petition 
being printed in the Record and thus 
making a public record of-the action of 
members, would cause it not to be loose- 
jy nor thoughtlessly signed. Every com- 
mittee of the house, from: the committee 
on rules down and the speaker himself, 
would, under this rule, be under the con- 
trol of a majority of the house.”’

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FORCED TO FLEE 
FROM HS HOM 


Sensational Charges Against At- 
forney Sullivan, of Chicago, 


Alleged That To Escape Prosecution 
for Jury Bribing, He Made the 
Principal Witness a Wan- 
derer on the Face of 
the Earth.

Chicago, November 29.—A_ sensational 
outline of the state’s contention in the 
case wherein Alexander Sullivan, a law- 
yer, is charged with conspiring to keep 
out of the state James J. Lynch, a for- 
mer bailiff, charged with jury bribing. 
was given to a jury in Judge Smith's 
court here today. Attorneys St. John 
and Maner and George P. Murphy, 4 
railroad detective, were indicted with 
Sullivan on the conspiracy charge, but 
Sullivan secured a separate trial. The 
indictments were voted following the un- 
expected return of Lynch after nearly 
three years spent as a fugitive. The 
case o.vlined to the jury by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes was briefly as 
follows: 

Lynch was a bailiff of good reputation, 
but in a suit for damages against the 
West Chieago street railroad, Sullivan 
being counsel for the defendant, he was 
prevailed upon to bribe a juror to work 
against the interests of the plaintiff. 
The bribery was discovered, Lynch in- 
dicted, arrested and released on bond. 
George H. Murphy, Barnes declared, was 
sent by Sullivan to Lynch and ar- 
ranged a meeting between Lynch and 
Sullivan. The latter insisted upon Lynch 
taking fileht. Lynch demurred and ac- 


‘cused Sullivan of ruining his good name, 


but was eventually persuaded, ‘for the 
good of all concerned, to fly.”’ 

He went to New York and thence to 
Canada. Sullivan was to pay him $7 a 
month, but Lynch found this was not 
enough and the sum was raised to $150 
a month. He was also given $4,500 to 
reimburse him for his loss in jumping 
his bail bond. He spent most of his time 
in Canada. An effort was made to get 
him to fly to Nicaragua, but he refused. 
He was constantly in fear that his: life 
would be taken. 
After two years’ absence, filled with 
remorse and longing for his family, 
Lynch made up his mind to return to 
Chicago, ag the monthly remittance had 
ceased, 
The greatest care was exercised in se- 
lecting a jury for the case. Both the 
prosecution and defense maintained de- 
tectives to look up the antecedents of 
every venireman. 


CONGRESS OF PAN-AMERICANS. 


Revision of Commercial Nomencla- 
ture Proposed by Delegate. 


Mexico City, November 29.—The ses- 
sion of the Pan-American congress this 


‘morning was largély taken up with the 


reading of the reports of committees. 
These reports were those of the com- 
mittee on international banking and 
monetary exchange, of the committee on 
literary relations, favoring an exchange 
of official publications, and a lengthy 
report of the committee of which Sena- 
tor Davis is the head wth respect to the 
Pan-American railroad, 

A project was submitted by Willlam Y. 
Buchanan, of the United States delega- 
tion, on commercial nomenclature. 

Mr. Buchanan proposes that the gov- 
ernments represented in the bureau of 
American republics contribute among 
themselves the sum of $40,000, gold, with 
a view to a careful revision and complila- 
tion in English, Spanish and Portuguese 
and under the direction of the customs 
division of each of the said governments. 
of commercial nomenclature of the 
American republics heretofore issued by 
the bureau of American republics. 

Mr. Buchanan's proposal was referred 
to the committee on commerce, 

At a banquet given by the United 
States delegation to the Pan-American 
conference in honor of the Mexicans, 
Senor Genaro Raigosa, of Mexico, pres- 
ident ofethe international American con- 
ference, made a noteworthy speech. 

Speaking of the importance of the con- 
ference, Mr. Raigosa says that the eyes 
of Europe and the world are fixed on 
the conference and that the moment has 
arrived when its members must either 
record in the book of human evolution 
a new victory in the cause of right or 
press another crown of thorns on the 
brow of justice. He added that a step 
backward would be a lamentable mis- 
fortune. 

Addressing himself stmecialiy to the 
American delegates, Mr, Raigosa said: 

“I take pleasure in stating hero in 
the name of every man of enlightenment 
in my country that if in former times 
war plowed ‘a chasm’ between the two 
countries and engendered bitterness and 
rancor, on the other hand, in more re- 
cent times, the noble, generous and dis- 
interested assistance, none the less en- 
ergetic and efficaciols because only mor- 
al, afforded by the people of the pgov- 
ernment of the Unitei States toward 
the achievement of our second independ- 
ence in 1866 by obliging the French 
Caesar to withdraw his hosts from our 
territory, has effaced every resentment, 
has healed every wound and has trans- 
formed the sentiments of the Mexican 
people toward the people of the United 
States into those of cordial and sincere 
friendship.*’

Washington, November 29.—President 
Roosevelt sent a large floral /tribute to 
day to be laid on the grave of Joseph 
Armistead Carr, late HNeutenant of troop 
D, of the rough riders, whose remains 
were interred at the national cemetery at 
Arlington this afternoon.

A person, seeing the 
large crowds that attend a circus in At- 
lanta, naturally imagines that the same 
enormous business marks the entire 
tour.

Carrying, as they do, several hundred 
people and a large number of horses and 
other animals, the expenses usually eat 
away all profits.

COURT AT MACON 


Samuel Evans, Prominent Man, De- 
Sires To Leave Sanitarium. 


DOCTOR WISHES TO HOLD HIM 


Evans Was Placed with Dr. Allen 
for Treatment in His Private 
Sanitarium—What,Is Al- 
leged by Parties on 
Each Side of Case. 


Macon, Ga., November 29.—(Special.)— 
In accordance with an order issued by 


Judge Emory Speer of the United States 
court, Dr. H. D. Allen, of Baldwin coun- 
ty, who conducts a- private sanitarium 
near Milledgeville, appeared in the United 
States court in this city this morning with 
the body of Samuel Evans, a prominent 
banker and capitalist of that city, whom, 
it is alleged, is being unlawfully held. 

An order requiring Dr, Allen to produce 
Mr. Evans here today was granted a few 
days ago, and it was in obedience to this 
order that the proprietor of the sanita- 
rium appeared here with his patient to- 


day. 

The petition for the release of Mr. 
Evans, presented to the United States 
court this morning by Attorney John R. 
Cooper, alleges that Mr. Evafis is being 
illegally and unlawfully held at the san- 
itarium conducted by Dr. Allen and with- 
out the consent of Mr. Evans. On or 
about the first day of the present month,

the wife of Samuel Evans swore out a 
warrant for her husband to commit him 
to the state asylum as a lunatic and 


| caused the sheriff of Baldwin county to 


arrest Mr. Evans and place him in the 
hands of Dr. Allen at his sanitarium, 
where he remained until about tke 15th of 


| the present month, when the charges of 


Evans were with- 
the courts. Following the 
withdrawal of the court proceedings 
Mr. Evans, the petition alleges, 
Mr. Evans was again placed in the Allen 
Sanitarium and has been kept there con- 
stantly since that time, against his will. 
Mr. Evans and his attorney have both 
applied for the release of Mr. Evans in 
writing since that time, but both appll- 
cations have been refused, and Mr. Evans 
is still an inmate of the place. 

The petition sets out that Dr. Allen is 
holding Mr. Evans under an act of the 
Georgia legislature passed and approvea 
December 19, 1899; this act entitled ‘‘A 
act authorizing private hospitals and san- 
itariums in this state to receive and treac 
patients who are the victims of alcohol, 
morphine or other drugs, and for othe 
purposes.’" The petition alleges that Dr. 
Allen contends that he, being the owner 
and proprietor of a private sanitarium in 
this state and Evans, having entered the 
place voluntarily, for treatment, he (Dr. 
Allen) has the right to detain Mr. Evans 
there at his pleasure. The petitioner 
claims that this method of restraint is 
illegal and unauthorized, for the reason 
that the act of the legislature mentioned 
is absolutely null and void, and therefore 
without effect. The petitioner further 
claims that the Georgia legislature has 
no authority to authorize Allen to receive 
Evans and restrain him of his liberty 
without a hearing or trial or legal process 
of any kind. 

In answering this petition, Judge Rufus 
W. Roberts, of Milledgeville, says that 
Mr. Evans signed an agreement to remain 
in the sanitarium of Dr. Allen until pro- 
nounced fully cured of his mental trou- 
ble by Dr. Allen, and that this stage has 
not been reached by the patient. 

The case was carried over until tomor- 
row at 10 o’clock, when it will be heard 
by Judge Speer. 

Mr. Cooper, attorney for Mr. Evans, 
says under the constitution of the United 
States a man has no right to sign away 
his liberty, and he is fully confident of 
his ability to free his client from the san- 
itarium at which he has been confined for 
the past month.

Says There Was No Proposition ftom 
Littlefleld. 


THAT HE OFFERED NO BILL 


Therefore the Georgia Delegation 
Could Not Have Voted:on One. 
That the Whole Delegation 
Voted Against Bur- 
leigh’s Substitute. 


Augusta, Ga., November 29.—(Special.)— 
An important-if-true story has been given 
out from Atlanta—printed in one paper 
and copied into others—to the effect that 
there was a proposition in congress to 
give Georgia additional congresSnen, or 
an additional congressman, and that 
some of the eleven Georgia congressmen 
agreed to the plan and that some Georgia 
cong-¢ssmen sucecsstully kicked against 
it. The matter, as it has been printed, 
was referred to William HH, Fieming, 
representing the tenth Georgia district 
in congress, who was in congress _— 
the reapportionment was made. He said: 

“The Atlanta correspcendent of The Au- 
gusta Herald is the medium through 
whom, under the patronage of two OF 
three parties more intimately concerned, 
the charge is made that eig 
of the Georgia delegation in t 
house retused, for selfish reasons, 
cept another representative for Georgia 
when offered by Mr. Littietield, of Maine, 
who, it is alleged, was the author of 4 
bill fixing the number of representatives 
at 385 and who was willing to make that 
number one more and give that addi- 
tiondl one to Georgia upon condition that 
the delegation should vote for his bill. 
As for myself, I wish to say that 1 never 
heard of any such offer from Mr. Little- 
field or any one else until within the 
last few days. Moreover, a simple state- 
ment of facts will suffice to show how 
unfounded is the charge of sinister mo- 
tives, even against those members of our 
delegation to whom such 4 ‘pait’ may 
have been offered. 

Georgians Voted Together. 

‘Mr. Littlefield did not introduce any 
apportionment bill at all, nor did anybody 
else introduce one fixing the number of 
representatives at 385, as alleged. 

“The fight in the house came on he- 
tween the Hopkins bill as reported by 
the committee and the substitute offered 
by Mr.. Burleigh, of: Maine. The Hopkins 
» bill left the number, of representatives at 
357, as existing under the census of 15%. 
This bill was admittedly fair and non- 
sectional and non-partisan. But under it 
Maine lost a member. The Burleigh 
substitute was drawn to prevent that joss 
to Maine, and raised the number of mem 
bers to 386. This substitute was boiN 
sectional and partisan. Georgia’s repre- 
sentation remained at eleven under both 
measures. 

“Every member of the Georgia delega- 
tion who voted on the question (and the 
record shows I was one of them) voted 
against the Burleigh substitute and in 
favor of the Hopkins bill for the plain 
reason that under the former Georgia's 
relative voting strength was less than 
under the latter—thée“number eleven be- 
ing a smaller percentage: of 386 than of 
307. 

‘However, a number’ of southern repre+ 
sentatives, in return for local increasés; 
did vote with the ‘republicans for the 
Burleigh substitute and passed it by a 
small margin. The résult is that today 
the relative voting strength of the south 
and the democratic party has been cut 
down in favor of the north and the re- 
publican party. Out of an increase of 
twenty-nine members, the democrats got 
nine and the republicans twenty—a very 
poor trade indeed, and one that may be 
bitterly regretted if our political enemies 
should attempt to carry out their threat 
to reduce southern representation, 

“Of course, Mr. Littlefield did not offer 
to raise his bill from 385 to 386 on a trade 
for Georgia’s vote, because he had no 
bill on the subject, and the Burleigh 
substitute which he was supporting had 
already fixed the number at 386, and 
under that Georgia got no increase. 

‘Nor could Mr. Littlefield have carried 
out his part of the alleged proposed 
trade on the basis of an increase of one 
above 386, for the reason that the offi- 
cial apportionment tables prepared by 
the census department show that on a 
basis of 387 there were twenty-six statcs 
ahead of Georgia in having a larger 
fractional number in excess of the com- 
mon ratio, and hence fairly entitled to 
precedence, Such a trade could not have 
received the approval of the house. 

“The Georgia delegation discharged its 
duty to the country, to the state and to 
the party. 

“If that sensational report was sent 
out from Atlanta, as appears to be the 
case, in the hope of placing the Georgia 
delegation, or any part of it, in an un- 
tenable position before the general as- 
sembly, and thus infusing new life into 
that moribund scheme to gerrymander 
some of the congressional districts, such 
hope must surely fail. The parties con- 
cerned should try their hand again and 
next time be more careful of the facts.’’

HANDLING OUTPUT 


OF THE OIL FIELDS 


Order Put in for Hundreds of Large 
Tank Cars. 


WILL RUN IN SOLID TRAINS 


Tank Cars Will Haw a Capacity of 
Two Hundred Barrels Each. 
Pipe Line To Be Laid from 
Beaumont, Tex., to a 
Point Near Galveston. 


Baltimore, Md., November 29.—(Special.) 
One month ago an order was placed in 
St. Louis for 500 tank cars, with a Cca- 
pacity of 200 barrels each, to handle part 
of the output of the Beaumont oil field. 
‘This is perhaps one of the largest single 
orders, if not the largest, ever placed for 
tank cars in the United States. Since 
the original order was given, however, 
it has become necessary for it to be 
duplicated, and the company giving the 
order writes to The Manufacturers’ Kec- 
ord this week that the last 500 cars will 
have a capacity of 300 barrels each. Ar- 
rangements are being perfected with the 
railroad companies to run these cars in 
solid trains between Beaumont and Bt. 
Louis. 

The first allotment of cars will be de- 
livered within the next ten or fifteen 
days, and the whole order for 1,000 cars 
will be completed by April 1. This under- 
taking is in line with what seems to be 
the policy which is to be pursued in 
several cases in the Beaumont field, viz: 
the constructi3n of their own cars for 
Oil-ope’ ating companies. But the cars 
are by no means to be the only means 
of oil transportation. It is announced 
that one company. which is to establish 
a big refining and reduction plant at 
Orange, Tex., will pipe its oll from Beau- 
mont, and wll have tankage for 25,000,000 
galions of oil. Another coirpany pro- 
poses to build a pipe line to a point near 
Galveston, where the dil will be placed 
upon tank steamers. Another corpora- 
tion has secured already five vessels of 
20,000 barrels capacity eich to transport 
oil from Galvestcn and Beaumont to 
points along the north Atlantic coast. It 
is als) announced that an oil storage 
plant with a capacity of 380,000 barrsis, 
with the wharves, sheds znd other build- 
ings necessary for handling and _ dis- 
tributing oil, is to b2 estabhshed at 
Baltimore. by a company which will use 
its own steamers in transporting the 
liquid fuel to Baltimore. ‘I'his concern 
proposes, in order to familiarize the pub- 
lic with the economical advantages of ojl 
fuel, to furnish to manufacturers free 
installations of furnaces tor burning the 
oil on trial. 

The search for oil in the new and old 
fields of the south is being vigorously 
pushed, the week developing such efforts 
at Crowley and at Daspit, La., where a 
well 1,500 feet is to be drilled; at Prairie 
Grove, Ark., where, if oil is found in suffi- 
cient quantities on a tract of 12,000 acres, 
storage tanks and pipe Jines wiTl be built, 
at Charleston, Mo., in southwest Virginia 
and at Fruithurst, Ala., with develop- 
ments also in West Virginia, Kentucky 
and Texas. ‘the progress of American 
petroleum is well indicated by a contract 
which has been placed at Richmond, Va., 
for an oil-tank steamer to cost $429,500, 
and with a capacity of 1,500,000 gallons. 
The work of developing salt deposits in 
connection with oil will also be done in 
southwest Louisiana and in southwest 
Virginia. 

Other industrial announcements made 
during the w2ek include the beginning of 
operations of the rolling mill department 
of a tube nlant at Helena, near Birming- 
ham, Ala.; plans fcr adding facilities for 
making window and plate glass to a fac- 
tory jrst completed at CUnattanooga, 
Tenn., whch can now make 4,000 plit 
glass bottles every twenty-four hours; a 
glass plant at Mannington, W. Va.; ice 
manufacturing or refrigcrating plants at 
Wilmington, N. €.; £=Palestine, ‘lex.; 
Grafton, W. Va.; Columbia, 8S. C.; Hal- 
lettsville, ‘Tex., and Mount FPieasant, 
Tenn.; wood-working establishments of 
differcnt kinds at Baltimore, Md.; Gun- 
tersville, Ala.; Tampe, Fla.; Shelbyville, 
Tenn.; Motor, High Point and Kaleigh, 
N. C.; Bristol, ‘Tenn; Meridian, Misz., 
and Roanoke, Va., together with the de- 
velopments of 109,000 acres of timber 
lands in Louisiani, the exploitation of 
coal lands near Masons Cove, Va., and in 
Barbour, Wetzel and Logan counties, 
West Virginia.; the erection of fifty coke 
ovens at Attalla, Ala., and, rather curi- 
ously, the organization of a company to 
deal in napkin rings and other articles 
made by a band of Cherokee Indians in 
North Caroiina.

ENDLESS CHAIN | THEY WILL STAND 


STILL UNBROKEN 


Scheme of Company in North 
Carolina To Raise Money 
from the Girls. 


EMPLOYS THEM AS CLERKS 
AT SALARY OF $20 MONTH 


They Must Send in $12 for Sixty 
Cherry Trees — Thousands of 
Letters with Money in 
Them Received Daily 
by the Company. 


Columbia, 8S. C., November 29.—(Special.) 
According to its present mode of opers- 
tion and the ratio of increase in its busl- 
ness, within six months the Amos Owens 
Cherry Tree Company, ot Henrietta, N. 
C,, will have 10,000 girl clerks in its em- 
ploy, at a monthly charge of $200,000, and 
will have sold 600,000 cherry trees at 20 
cents each. The girls are guaranteed per- 
manent employment, and as their only 
duty is to write five letters a day to oth- 
er girls who might Iike the same job at 
$20 a month, by the end of the year the 
cherry tree company’s expense account 
for clerk hire might well be half a mil- 
lion a month. It is saved the expense of 
maintaining offices for this enormous 
force, as the girls ‘‘work at home.’’ Be- 
fore being employed, each young lady, as 
an earnest of intcrest, pays $12 for sixty 
cherry trees. 

For some time nast newspapers in this 
section have carried advertisements of 
this scheme. Only girls were wanted, 
and permanent. employment in_ thetr 
homes was promised. All promises have 
been kept'up to this time. But the week- 
ly newspapers throughout this state ap- 
pear this wéek with beld charges against 
what they term a “scheme of scoundrels 
to defraud young women.’ it is com- 
pared to the Miller 120 per cent swindle 
in New York. 

It seems that the plan took wonderfully 
with the thousands of young women who 
need money for their own uses, and to 
whom there are few, if any, avenues of 
profitable work open. These, in order to 
Obtain the initial $12 required, have de- 
prived themselves of necessary clothing, 
have used savings of months or have 
“hung upon the trail’’ of father or broth- 
ers. Hundreds of them—perhaps the fig- 
ures go into the thousands—have been 
employed, and these are writing thou- 
Sands of commendatory letters a day to 
other girls in all parts of the country. 

The company is said to be recelving 
about $1,200 a day and adding 100 girls a 
day to its list of correspondents. ‘i: 
company furnishes its correspondents 
with the formula of the letters to be 
written. 

Although the expenses for these clerks 
are now great, perhaps $25,000 a month, 
the income, because of the continuously 
increasing amount of $l2 orders coming 
in from new applicants, keeps well ahead 
of the output. But in the nature of 
things there must be a jarring break to

Montgomery Fertilizer Mills Are To 
Enlarge Shortly. 


WON’T BE GOBBLED BY TRUST 


Refused To Sell, but Will Reorganize 
and Expect Independent Fer- 
tilizer Companies To Give 
Them Support in 
the Fight. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It develops that th@ entrance of the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company into 
the fertilizer trade of Montgomery means 
war on a big scale. The trust did not 
purchase the land on which to erect 
mills of its own Until it had failed in an 
effort to purchase the two big mills al- 
ready here. 

The local mills have met the situation 
by a practical merger. The Alabama 
company is being reorganized with a 
largely increased capital to which the 
owners of the Montgomery company are 
the principal subscribers. On the land 
recently purchased by the Pelzers, who 
control the Montgomery company, the en- 
larged Alabama company will at once 
erect greatly enlarged works over any- 
thing either mill has had vefore, the 
new plants to cost over $300,000. 

These statements are made on the au- 
thority of a gentleman who is one of the 
chief investors in the enterprise. It is 
learned from the same source that the 
enlargement of the Alabama company is 
backed by independent mills throughout 
the south, who are getting together in 
a thing that will be big and strong enough 
to face the trust and protect them all. 
There is no merger of the independent 
milis, but the organizers of the new 
Alabama company look to a practical 
combination of all independent interests 
around the parent concern in Montgom- 
ery. Those interested in the enlarge- 
ment do not as yet give the figures of 
the new capitalization. The leading spirits 
in the new combination are W. A. Gayle, 
of the Alabama company, and the Pel- 
zers, who own the Montgomery company. 


DEATH OF REV. A. W. McGHHA. 


Prominent Baptist Minister of Ala- 
bama Dies of Paralysis. 

Huntsville, Ala., November 29.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Rev. A. W. McGaha, one of the 
best known and most brilliam Baptist 
ministers in the south, died here today 
from paralysis and other causes. Mr. 
McGaha has been pastor of Baptist 
churches in Huntsville, Chattanooga and 
Waco and Fort Worth Tex., and Bir- 
mingham. He was several years president 
of Howard college, the Baptist state de- 
nominational school. A wife and six chil- 
dren survive. Foreseeing his death, the 
Baptist convention of Alabama pledged 
$1,000 to provide 4 home for Mr. McGaha’s 
family. The Texas Baptists have pledged 
the same amount. Mr. McGaha was in 
his prime, being 45 years old. 


HUNTON .EXPLAINED REPORT. 


Virginia Constitutional Convention 
Had a Short Session. 

Richmond, Va., November 29.—The con- 
stitutional convention was in session but 
little more than an hour today. No busi- 
ness of importance was transacted. The 
report of the committee on the judiclary 
was called up and Chairman Hunton 
made an opening statement in explanation 
of the report. 

One thing was demonstrated, and that 
is that the report will cause a big fight 
and that it will be ably a2posed and de- 
fended. Judge Robertson asked that sec- 
tion 1 be passed by temporarily, as he 
desired to oppose it and was not feeling 
well enough to do so today. This was 
agreed to, and on motion of Mr. Cameron 
section 2 was passed by for the same 
reason, Judge Robertson having  indil- 
cated his purpose to fight it. 

Chairman Hunton stated that inasmuch 
as these sections had relation to the en- 
tire new court system he did not think 
the matter could be proceeded with in- 
telligently until the two sections haa 
been disposed of.

The 
state could sell its present site for a 
good sum and turn it into the public 
property fund.

roads once had its passenger depot at 
Inman Park, two miles out, but it did 
not stay there.

The state road’s advantage 
is that it has such fine terminal facil- 
ities. 

If the state wants to sell her depot 
site for store property and pay the 
proceeds on her public debt, as she 
would have to do, she could get a good 
price for it. We suppose-a fair price 
could be gotten for the property in 
Chattanooga. On a pinch, we suppose 
the lunatic asylum could be dispose’ 
of, and the Academy for the Blind, 
and that for the deaf and dumb. But 
it seems ridiculous to talk about sell- 
ing the terminal properties of a fail- 
road and keeping the road. The state 
now has a perfect property with the 
best of terminals in Atlanta and at 
Chattanooga. The suggestion that the 
property be dismembered shows what 
flimsy arguments are put forward by 
those who can't see the business side 
of a business proposition.

Samuel W. Allerton, a millionaire 
farmer who lives in Michigan, has a 
bright letter in The Grand Rapids 
Press, in which he says men of _ his 
age—72 years—should rest and enjoy 
themselves and should avoid all new 
business ventures. no matter how 
tempting. Mr. Allerton says of old 
men: “Try as they may to keep from 
falling into the hands of the Philis- 
tines, they will be mulcted by some 
clever young man.” 

As a general rule what Mr. Allerton 
says is true, yet some of the shrewd- 
est financiers in the country are old 
men, as. for instance, Uncle Russell 
Sage. Business methods and condi- 
tions change, however, and in most 
cases when a man gets well along in 
years he should either stick verv 
closely to the business with which he 
is perfectly familiar or retire alto- 
gether. There is no sadder spectacle 
than that of an old man who. having 
made a success in the vigor of middle 
life, has lost it and is driven about 
from pillar to post in his old age. 
This too often comes from lagging too 
long on the stage of action, or from 
attempting new ventures: late in life. 

A part of what Mr. Allerton savs is 
so bright and interesting that it is re- 
produced »helow; 

I do not think that I shall ever take up 
with another enternrise. No. no matter 
whether fhe promoter can show me the 
usual ‘‘million-in-it’’ exhibit. I know of 
too manyv old men who have lost com- 
fortable fortunes trving to pit their remi- 
niscent knowledge of business against 
the steel traps of the wary yowng money 
hunters. 

Besides the wealthy man of 70 years 
has all he can do to look after his for- 
tune without trying to,increase it. 

Let the old men take a lesson from me. 
I play golf. It’s medicine with me, is 
that royal and ancient game. My physi- 
cian prescribes it with great regularity. 
To take part in the Age Limit handicap 
golf match at my golf club recently I 
traveled four days and as many nights 
by rail to get there on time. I once Wen 
premier honors in this annual event, but 
that was when:I was 71 years old.

N @ section of one of Atlanta's 
largest department stores are exhib- 
ited hundreds of baskets. Baskets 
white and red and green and blue and 
brown; baskets of all sizes from toy bas- 
kets an inch and a half high for Golden- 
hair’s doll house, to elegant hampers two 
feet deep for the real baby’s outfit. LI- 
brary baskets and work baskets and flow- 


er baskets; catch-allg of every shape and 


for every article, from match-ends to 
manuscripts, and of every price from 10 
cents to $10. And this only in one store 
in one city. The himdreds will ruh up to 
thousands if we estimate té the limit. 


Who made them and who will buy them?: 


I asked the first question of the polite 
saleswoman. “We bought them in New 
York,’ she said. ‘‘But where were they 
made?” “Oh, I.don’t know anything 
about that,” she replied, apparently sur- 
prised that anybody should wish to know. 

At any rate they were not made in 
Georgia, and at any rate Georgia money 
paid for them. 


At the Atlanta Fair. “ 

In a very inconspicuous spot in the 
woman's building at our recent fair was 
a very inconspicuous table, but its con- 
tents represented as intefesting possibili- 
ties—whether they are ever worked out or 
not—as any exhibit, great or small, on the 
grounds. On that table were some fifteen 
or twenty baskets, none of them showy 
enough to attract the careless eye, and 
On the wall above a modest. placard, 
“Made by Miss Emma Wilburn and her 
pupils of the Griffin Public Schools.” 

But the baskets were made of native 
Georgia grasses, by Georgia boys and 
girls, under the guidance of a Georg'@ 
woman, who had received her own train- 
ing of eye and hand at one of the first 
universities of the country. 

Not only so, but to*an artistic eye these 
baskets, made by hand and with the nat- 
ural colors. of the grasses and  corn- 
husks not destroyed, but carefully com- 
bined, are far more pleasing than any 
manufactured-product, turned out hy the 
hundred, could possibly be. The ‘‘store’”’ 
baskets with their conventional forms— 
good as most of them are~and their ar- 
tificilally colored straw—harmonious a8 
the colorings for the most part may -be-- 
are at last only an excellent machine 
product. The hand-made basket stands 
for nature and the individual human 
thought and skill. 

But the handiwork of Miss Wilburn and 
her pupils, most of it, went back to its 
makers; and the machine-made baskets 
from New York will go, within the next 
few weeks into hundreds of Atlanta 
homes. 

Three Questions. 

Three questions are involved in the 
success of home industries: The securing 
of products in themselves excellent and 
beautiful; the training of the public taste 
to perceive the superiority of a beautiful 
hand-made product over a machine-made 
article of the same grade; the proper 
placing of good hand-made products on 
the market, 

We may congratulate ourselves that the 
women's clubs of our state have begun to 
consider all three of these questions; but 
the matter is quite too large a one for 
the club women alone. Every thoughtful 
man and woman is able to do something 
toward the solution of. the problem ot 
teaching our people to see and use the re- 
sources at, our very doors. 

The Remedy for Our Poverty. 

When Mrs. Felton can tell the Georgia 
legislature of a 17-year-old girl in one of 
the best counties of our state who can- 
not read and write and in the next breath 
declare that our tax rate’is already too 
burdensome and that the increase of 
our common school fund.is not to be 
thought of, certainly it-4¢:time for seri- 
ous refiection. How does;it happen that 
we are so poor? And to what extent do 
our poverty and the ‘corfessed  ineffi- 
ciency of our public school system Tre- 
act upon each other? 

Switzerland, ‘with fewer natural re- 
sources than Georgia, with a population 
twice as great and an area only one- 
fourth as large, has less than 1 per cent 
of illiteracy. But one must travel far 
in Switzerland to find an idler. The peo- 
ple have learned to use every resource of 
their country, from the great Jungfrau 
itself to the pale edelweiss growing 
amidst its snows. Dairy products in the 
green valleys, exquisite jewelry and 
fairy music boxes in Geneva, curious 
and beautiful carving in wood anda ivory 
in the most isolated mountain hamlet. 

One passes’ from poor,: béautiful, un- 
fortunate Italy, where the noisiest, if not 
the largest, part of the population are 
the beggars, up into the mountain val- 
leys of Switzerland, and, though he must 
see poverty where the summers are so 
short and the winters so long and so 
much of the land uncultivable, yet it is 
poverty that is self-respecting and in- 
dustrious and free from misery. Here are 
no beggars. The 4-year-old child by the 
roadside asks for no alms, but holds up 
a bunch of alpine flowers and pipes out 
thé only English words she knows, “Only 
20 centimes.’’ Her brother has for saie 
the wooden forks and spoons that he 
has carved during the bong winter even- 
ings, the tree from which the wood is 
taken growing beside his father’s lonely 
chalet, the delicate ornamentation a copy 
of the forest or meadow flower that he 
plucked while he tended his sneep. Even 
the aged grandmother has yards of ex- 
quisite silk lace which she Knits while 
she watches the baby at its play. The 
carving of the native woods alone is a 
large source of revenue to the Swiss 
every year. The tourist may buy almost 
anything in this line, pen staffs, toys, 
models of Swiss houses, forks, spoons, 
bowls, bread plates, all these ranging in 
price from 5 cents to $% on up to copies 
of the masterpieces of sculpture as we!]l 
as original designs, chiefly studies of 
animal life, worth hundreds of dollars. 

Miss Emma Wilburn’s corn and grass 
baskets may seem a smal) matter, but if 
Georgia boys and girls could weave the 
grasses of our old fields into varied and 
beautiful shapes for use, this one indus- 
try would be worth thousands of dollars 
to our state.

wants to buy? He gains in self-respect, 
in ambition, in habits of industry, in con- 
tentment, in a perception of beauty—he 
tastes a new and a complex joy impos- 
sible to one who has never made a uge- 
ful thing. 

We have thousands and thousands of 
idle-or semi-idle boys and girls in Geor- 
gia. Not alone in the homes of the bare- 
ly well-to-do, where old-fashioned habits 


of industry seem to have jong ago been: 


abandoned, where homely duties, which 
the children of the family would be so 
much better off in health and temper for 
performing are given over to servants, 
but in poor village homes, in lonely coun- 
try cabins. Such idleness is not merely 
unproductiye, it is wasteful of God-given 
energies of mind and body. But these 
young people are idle because no one has 
taught them an industry. To give ty 
every such boy and girl the ability to 
make something which somebody else 
wishes to buy, to do something well 
which somebody else is willing to pay to 
have done, would be not only to increase 
our material wealth eriormously, but to 
diminish crime and the petty sins of gos- 
sip and discontent, and to increase im- 
mengely the sum of human happiness. 

e untrained young people are among 
us by the thousands, material to be 
wrought upon is all about us. And our 
schools and our people alike are poor! 
We cannot change existing conditions by 
a newspaper article, a stirring address, 
a melancholy wail, a single act of any 
sort by one person or one organization. 
But we may open our eyes to the real

OLOMBO, Ceylen.—Colombo is a 
great: city. Perhaps not creat 
when measured by the standard 


of population, for I am told the total 


here is less than 200,000, but since it has | 


become the commercial metropolis of the 
island it has developed into one of the 
great ports of the world. Here comes 
much of the commerce of India to meet 
the great steamship lines from Austra- 
lia and those bringing along the products 
of China and the lands farther cast; 
and you see ships from almost every 
known quarter of the globe, unless it be 
of the American merchant marine, which 
ig a very scarce quantity in these wa- 
ters. 

The extent of the shipping impresses 
itself upon you first as you near the 
harbor, but after that your attention is 
divided between the city which lies be- 
fore you.and the breakwater which 
makes the harbor secure. This is a 


marvelous piece of masonry running out | 


far into the sea. The breakwater at 
Port Said was interesting as a work of 
engineering skill, but it carried to the 
observer none of the beauty of this Co- 
lombo breakwater over which the waves 
of the sea dash to a height of 2 or 30 
feet, scattering themselves into a per- 
fect wealth of crystal spray. We reached 
here at a time when the southwest mon- 
soon had about spent its force and the 
dashes of spray came at intervals of 
perhaps a minute or mbdre; but when 
the monsoon is on in earnest, there is an 
almost continuous stream of this won- 
derful blue and green and white of the 
sea rising above and casting itself over 
the great stone barrier which prevents 
its sweeping the shipping of harber «rom 
its moorings, 

The commercial value of this break- 
water can hardly be estimated. It is 
this that has made Colombo from 42 
commercial standpoint, the total of ship- 
ping not being merely trebled or quad- 
rupled since the enterprise ‘was put 
through, but it has been multiplied by 
tens and fifties and hundreds. Today, es- 
timated by its total tonnage, with a pop- 
ulation of less than 200,000, it is the tenth 
largest port in the world. 

The breakwater as it stands cost £660,- 
000; supplementary works are now being 
constructed on the other side to cost 
£1,900,000, and it ig the firm belief of 
those having the matter in hand that 
the results will be great in proportion. 

A few more substantial facts about 
Colombo. It is distant from Aden 2,500 
miles, from Madras 600, from Bombay 
900, from Calcutta 1,400, from Singapor® 
1,600, from Hong Kong 3,000, from west- 
ern Australia 3,000. 

The first block of this great break- 
water was laid by King Edward when, 
as prince of Wales, he visited here in 
December, 1875. 

The Catamaran Unique. 

The particularly unique feature of the 
shipping—that is, the native shipping. as 
you see it on entering the harbor—is the 
catamaran. 
scribe three varieties of small boats, as 
nearly as I could discover. It belongs 
properly to a narrow little thing made 
of three logs lashed together. On this 
the boys or men who manipulate it by 
means of spoonlike oars or sculls kneel; 
they are entirely bare to the walst, and 
bare the rest of the way except for a 
single bit of cloth wound round their 
loins; if there is any place on earth 
where clothing is a superfluity it is on 
board one of these catamarans. Those 
that came up to our boat were manip- 
ulated almost entirely by small boys 
who proved marvelously expert divers. 
They had been taught that peculiarly 
American and English ditty of the music 
halls firat made famous by Lottie Col- 
lins, ‘“‘Ta-ra-ra boom de aye.” It re- 
quires a visit to the Far Bast to realize 
the possibilities in the line of extension 
of a fad, especially when that happens 
to be a musical fad; of all songs that 
ever reached that part of the world 
east of Suez, where, as Kinpling says, 
“there ain't no Ten Commandments,”’ 
this particular one has the _ strongest 
hold. We heard it first at Aden, but here 
we have heard it as I am sure it was 
never sung at the Empress or Alhambra 
in London, or perhaps ever will be. 
Standing up on this frail little craft. the 
half dogen or more boys would. beat 
their arms against their chests in unison. 
at the same time squealing out the 
chorus of “Ta-ra-ra boom de aye."’ They 
had one or two other songs, but these 
did not count. Your first impression 
must naturally be that the national air 
of the Singalese is ‘‘Ta-ra-ra”* boom de 
aye.’ 


Diving for Coins. 

The way these boys snatched up coins 
thrown into the water was a caution. We 
have seen divers everywhere, but none 
like these. At Tangiers the little Moor- 
ish imps would cry for coins, but a ma- 
jerity of those cast Into the water go: 
away; at Malta there was a fellow who 
would bring up the coins in his toes, and 
he was an expert in his way; at Port Said 
a shilling was the only thing necessary to 
induce a man of 2 to brave the sharks, 
and go under our ship at one side, coming 
out at the other; the boys at Aden were 
fairly good; but these boys—these lose nv 
tricks. A bit of silver cast into the water 


would send them all scurrying downward, | 
and some one would come back in tri- | 


umph with it. snatching it I am sure be- 
fcre it had time to reach the bottom. 
One athletic imp of satan climbed up on 
top of one of our life-boats, high above 
the deck and dived into the water for the 
modest price of six-pence. He did not 
get the six-pence after all, for when it 
was thrown to him a bigger boy reached 
it before he did. 

These three logs lashed together are 
the real catamarans, though the term is 
used to describe the outrigger canoe 
which plies its way through the harbor. 
There are thousands of these licensed to 
carry passengers. I rode in one across 
from the jetty to our ship and it was no: 
half a bad ride. The canoe proper is just 
about a foot broad, and is manipulated 
by three boys, whd use spoon-shapéed 
sculls. It is held in place by an outrig- 
ger, a beam running along the water par- 
allel to the canoe itself, this being held 
in place, by beams lashed to it from either 


end of the canoe.

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THE CREMATORY IN FLAMES. 
From a Photograph Taken at 2 O’Clock Yesterday Afternoon. 
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Fire Discovered Early Yesterday Afternoon and the 
Building Was Soon in Flames---Crematory 
in an Inaccessible Place. 


The crematory was burned 
and the city now has no way to dispose 
of its garbage. The board of health 
meets this morning to confer with J. F. 
lester. president of the Lester Fur- 
nace Company, owners of the crematory, 
as te arrangements for consuming the 
garbage. There has been complaint 
against the crematory and ane effort 
may be made to prevent its being rebuilt 
on the present location. , 

The crematory caught fire shortly be- 

fore 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon and 

ina little more than an hour everything 
that could be burned was a total loss. 

The fire originated in one of the bins. 

When it was discovered the bin was 

opened and two barrels of water were 

poured in by the order of Superintend- 
ent W. P. Johnson. This had no effect 
on the flames and Superintendent John- 
gon had an alarm turned in. By the 
time that the alarm was sounding from 
the fire bell flames were bursting from 

' the roof of the crematory building. The 

-erematory is situated in a very inac- 
cessible place and by the time the de- 

' partment reached it the fire was beyond 
control. 

e fire was caused by hot ashes be- 
ing put into the bin. Fires from this 
‘cause have been frequent at the crema- 
itory despite the fact that it is against 
‘the regulations for garbage containing 
hot ashes to be delivered to the crema- 
tory. Heretofore the people at the 
crematory have had no trouble in extin- 
guishing fires that originated in the bins 
and Superintendent Johnson thought that 
he would have no trouble with this one. 
The bin was very hot when the fire 
was discovered and when it was opened 

_ the fire was given a draft, which was 

_ all that was needed to make it spread. 

Gas Tank Near By.

Mr. Lester says that he will begin the 
work of repairing the crematory as soon 
as the insurance can be settled. 

He estimates the loss at $15,000. The 
insurance amounts to $5,000, all of which 
was carried with the Phoenix of Lon- 
don, and placed through Robson & Hol- 
leman. 

Mr. Lester is confident that the board 
of health will cooperate with him in 
getting the crematory in shape, since 
he believes that it was through the neg- 
ligence of. some employee of :the city 
that the building was fired. 

When Mr. Lester rebuilds he will elim- 
inate the smoke stack. A mechanical 
draft will be used and all the smoke 
will be consumed over a coke fire. A lot 
of new machinery had just been put in 
at the crematory which was toa be used 
in pulverizing the ashes. -This was not 
insured at all, but Mr. Lester does not 
believe that it was damaged to any 
great extent. 

Will Settle Matter Today. 

At 11 o’clock this morning a coyfer- 
ence between the members of the crema- 
tory committee of the board of health 
and J. F. Lester, president of the Lester 
Furnace Company, will be held in. Bur- 
ton Smith's. office in Temple Court to 
arrange for the immediate disposal of 
the city’s garbage... 

This was decided at the 
the health board vesterday 
Captain George Hope, chief of the sani- 
tary department, officially notified the 
board of the destruction of the crema- 
tory and asked that $10,000 be appropriat- 
ed to purchase mules and wagons t6 
haul the city’s filth to the dumping 
grounds. The board took up the matter 
at once. 

Dr. Benson said he thought Mr. Les- 
ter should devise a plan for disposing 
of the. garbage pending the rebuilding 
of the crematory, if such was contem- 
plated, Dr. Bizzell stated he had been 
informed that the furnace would be in 
running order in the course of a very 
short time. He moved that the crema- 
tory committee of the board be  in- 
structed to confer with Mr. Lester at 
once. 

This plan was considered favorably and 
Mr. Smith, who is a member of the 
committee, asked that the conference 
take place in his office this morning.

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CHILD DIES IN’ 
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GREAT AGONY 


Robert Wood Plays with Fire 
and His Clothes 
Ignite. 


TWO CHILDREN WERE 


ALONE IN THE ROOM 


Mrs. Wood Went Out To Do Some 
Sewing in Adjoining Room and 
Was Attracted by Screams 
of Agony from Her 
Young Son. 


Robert Edmond Wood, the 3-year-old 
child of Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Wood, of 
216% East Hunter street, died at the 
Grady hospital last night at 8 o'clock, as 
a result of burns received yesterday 
afternoon about 3 o’clock. ‘The body of 
the child was burned in a terrible man- 
ner and its suffering was intense. 

The dress of the little fellow caught 
fire while he and his little l-year-old sis- 
ter, Katherine, were in a room at their 
home alone. The clothing of the other 
child was also ignited, but the blaze was 
extinguished before the flesh was burned. 
The exact cause of the accident is not 
known, but it is supposed the little boy 
went too near the fireplace. He had 
played yesterday morning with an oil 
can, and it is thought his clothing had 
become saturated with oil. 

The scene of the accident is a three- 
story tenement house, and just a few 
minutes previous Mrs. Wood, the mother, 
left the children in the room and went 
down on the second floor to the room of 
Mrs. James Sneed to do some sewing on 
a machine. Another occupant of the 
house passed along the hallway in front 
of Mrs.- Wood's room and detected the 
odor of something burning. She hastened 
to the second floor and notified W. S. 
Moore, who occupies apartments on that 
floor. 

Mr. Moore immediately went to Mrs. 
Wood's room, and pushing opeyg the door 
was greeted by a horrible sight. ‘There 
in the floor stood fittle Robert, with hands 
raised high above his head and his body 
enveloped in flames. As the fire burned 
his flesh he screamed in a heartrending 
and ,pitiful manner. Mr. Moore rushed to 
the little fellow and with his bare hands 
tried to stop the progress of the flames, 
tearing away the child’s clothing in an 
effort to protect him. 

The anguished screams penetrated to 
the second fioor, and the mother and Mrs. 
Sneed, almost frantic, hurried upst&frs. 
They assisted Mr. Moore, and soon the 
flames were extinguished. 

A physician was summoned, and when 
he arrived endeavored to aleviate the 
suffering of the child. The Grady hos- 
pital was also notified, and the little 
féllow was sent there In the ambulance. 
He lingered until & o'clock, when death 
relieved him of pain. 

Mr. Wood, the father, is connected with 
the Nefson-Morris company, and is ‘locat- 
ed in New Orleans. Both he and Mrs. 
Wood's father, EB. J. Kelly, of Savannah, 
have wired to come here. The 
funeral arrangements will not be made 
until they arrive. Mrs. Wood intended 
joining her husband in New Orleans next 
Tuesday.

| IN THE COURTS. 


Judge John §S. Candler, in the absence 
of Judge Lumpkin, appointed Vassar 
Wooley temporary receiver for the busl- 
ness of Robert C. Mitchell and Charles 
Sakerlaris. The application was made by 
the McCord-Stewart Company, J. N. 
Hirsch and E. Lichenstein. The petition 
charges fraud. 

It is alleged that Mitchell is indebted 
to the three petitioners and that he is in- 
solvent. It is charged that on the 21st of 
the present month Mitchell executed a 
chattel] mortgage to McCollough Bros. in 
the sum of $264.50 on his stock of goods 
at 1644 Edgewood avenue. It is claimed 
that the mortgage was given for the pur- 
pose of hindering, delaying and defraud- 
ing his creditors. 

It is further claimed that after the 
mortgage was given McCollough Bros. re- 
ceived from the defendant a large quan- 
tity of merchandise, which the petitioners 
charge, on information and belief, was 
without consideration and a fraud against 
them. 

It is alleged that on November 21 
Mitchell fraudulently and ostensibly sold 
to Charles Sakerlaris, his cousin, a res- 
taurant at 64 Decatur street and that he 
also sold or pretended to sell to Sakerlaris 
a fruit stand at the corner of Loyd and 
Decatur streets. This sale is also char- 
acterized as a fraud. The petition declares 
Sakerlaris to be insolvent. 

Judgé Candler also restrained Mitchell 
and Sakerlaris from in any manner alter- 
ing the status of the business. The peti- 
tion was filed by Attorneys J. E. and L. 
F. McClelland and Morris Macks.

MR, WRIGHT GAVE NOTICE 


OF MOTION TO RECONSIDER 


Fulton’s Representatives Urged Pas- 
sage of Measure, as It Provides 
for Another Alderman, and 
the Election Occurs 
Wednesday. 


The senate’s substitute for one of the 
bills amending the charter of Atlanta in 
several particutars was passed by the 
house yesterday morning by an almost 
unanimous vote. 

Mr. Wright. of Floyd, opposed it, and 
when the result of the-vote was an- 
nounced he gave notice of a motion to 
reconsider the action taken. That mo- 
tion, he states, will be made Monday 
morning. There seems little doubt that 
the house will refuse to reconsider. 

The senate substitute provides that the 
mayor and council shall not have the 
right to sell or lease the city water 
works: that each ward in the city shall 
be represented in the aldermanic board; 


that no franchise can be extended ex- 
cept during the last twelve months of 
its life: that the office of recorder pro 
tem. may be created, and that no sani- 
tarium or boarding house shall be erect- 
ed in Atlanta without the consent of the 
mayor and city council. 

Representatives of Fulton county in 
the house said, when the measure was 
up for consideration, it was very essen- 
tial that the substitute shoul be passed, 
as the election for alderman from the 
seventh ward would be held next Wed- 
nesday and a candidate had already been 
nominated -for that position. Unless this 
amendment became law, they said, it 
would result in the seventh ward not 
having representation tn the aldermanic 
board. 

As soon as the substitute was read Mr. 
Slaton, of Fulton, secured the floor and 
addressed the house on the paper penc- 
ing. 

What Mr. Slaton Said. 

Mr. Slaton’s remarks were as follows: 

“Two billg were introduced by Mr. 
Houston and myself to amend the char- 
ter of the city of Atlanta. They were 
passed unanimously by the house. One 
of these bills provides for an election 
for alderman in the seventh ward, which 
election occurs next Wednesday. Aso, 
a provision was contained giving the 
council the power to regulate the loca- 
tion of sanitariums. A pr.mary election 
has occurred nominating the alderman to 
be elected in contemplation of the adop- 
a of this amendment’to the eity char- 
er. 

‘The senate took certain provisions of 
each bill, inclusive of those above named, 
and placed them in a substitute to one 
of the orginal bills and passed the sub- 
stitute, whiah is now presented for con- 
currence by the house. The origina! bills 
contained provisions for municipal taxa- 
tion intended to cover especially public 
utility corporations. “I am heartily in 
favor of the principle of these bills, and 
think the other charter amendments are 
immaterial as compared with the effectu- 
ation of this principle by legislation. 

‘“T have done my duty in voting to 
have these ortginal amendments to the 
city charter adopted. The senate re- 
fused to concur, but sent the substitute 
described to the house. The question, 
therefore, is presented whether al! the 
provisions of the charter amendments 
be defeated or I should endeavor to have 
passed as many of the amendments as I 
can. I believe the latter course com- 
prises my duty, but by so voting I desire 
to reaffirm’ my earnest allegiance to the 
principle of taxation of public utilities 
as contemplated in the city’s charter. 

‘In no way do I, or will I, acthuiesce 
in any action which is’ inimical to this 
princinte.”’ 

Mr. Houston Also Speaks. 

As soon as Mr. Slaton resumed his seat 
his colleague, Mr. Houston, arose and 
addressed the speaker and House. He 
said: 

I, too, desire to make a statement regarding 
the substitute, and in order that I may not be 
misunderstood or misquoted, I have reduced my 
remarks to writing. 

In seconding the motion to adopt the substi- 
tute I desire to say that I accept it only as a 
mere shadow of the legislation contemplated. 
One of the sections of the substitute rrovide for 
the election of an alderman from the seventh 
ward, The primary has already been held and 
unless the house passes the substitute the gen- 
tleman who has been nominated for the office 
cannot be elected. The election is to take plaen 
next Wednesday. The. é6ther bil] is buried in 
the senate, hut the senator from the thirty- 
fifth has promised that he will have it acted 
upon, 

My sense of obligation to the members of the 
house and duty to the people of Atlanta and 
Fulton county impels me to make a statement 
relating to this measure, which 4s only a dim 
shadow of the bills which unanimously passed 
this house on November {2 last, in which it 
was sought to amend the charter of the city of 
Atlanta in accordance with the wishes of the 
people. It is with sincere regret that the prin- 
cipal features of those amendments now quietly 
repose in the graveyard at the other side of 
the capitol, and little hope is given for thefr 
resurrection. 

In view of the fact that the substitute con- 
tains the provision for an alderman from the 
seventh ward, who has been nominated by the 
people, and the election oceurs in a few days) 
I ask the adoption of this bill in order that 
this provision may be carried out and the peo- 
ple secure at least one amendment asked for.

These amendments were the result of careful 
and diligent labors of the ordinance and leg- 
islative committees of the .city council and 
when returned to that body were unanimously 
approved, The council was unanimous in sup- 
port of these measures when they came up in 
the house last week. They had deliberated over 
them since last July and every phase had been 
discussed in their meetings and in the news- 
papers. 

No subject during the past score of years has 
attracted more attention at the hands of the 
people of the city than those relating to the 
taxi of public utilities. Atlanta has been 

ularly at a dl vantage by reason of the 
jimitations of its charter, drawn in 1874, when 
this was a straggling village, with one line 
of horse cars. ‘he rapid development of the 
city has largely increased the expense account, 
and while the smal] property owner has been 
forced to bear the burden, the public utility 
po 2 shee having been granted valuable spe- 
celal privileges, have escaped their just share of 
taxation. 

It is not my purpose tu. impose a hardship 
upon a single corporation in this city, nur would 
this be done if the bill as it pussed this house 
became a law. The partie: who now control 
both the street car companies, the electric 
lighting and steam heating privileges of the,city 
were strong advocates of these measures be- 
fore the recent consolidation of interests, when 
they were crying loudly for competition in pub- 
lic utilities and wanted the good will of the 
people in order to secure valuable franchises. 
if it wat a good thing then, it is doubly so 
now, whew one corporation controls all these 
special privileges and the hope of competition 
is dead bey:@.4 res@rrection. 

The defeat of the tax amendment to the city 
charter means that the corporation controlling 
these utilities may complacently snap their 
fingers in the face of Atlanta; that no adequate 
recompense will come for the use of the streets 
and the franchises secured from the city gov- 
ernment, Now they pay takes on a valuation 
of less than two millions of dollars and boldly 
announce through the press that these interests 
are worth $12,000,000, and each year grow 
more valuable. Without the enactment of this 
legislation the city ig powerless to negotiate 
terms upon which a physical consolidation of 
the two street car companies may be made— 
a consolidation of which in point of financial 
interest already exists in fact. 

I believe the city’s interests should be sub- 
served before those of a corporation which ex- 
ists by reason of the privileges granted by the 
city. I feel that I am here to represent the 
best interests of the people of Atlanta and 
Fulton. county and not the wishes of corpora- 
tions which seek to throttle Jegislation that will 
force the payment of a fair share of the 
expense of government. 

he message of the honorable mayor in veto- 
ing the surprising resolution of twelve mem- 
bers of council] requesting these measures be 
held up until a committeé of that body had an 
opportunity to negotiate with the street car 
corporation, was as strong a paper as has ever 
been written on the subject, and shows con- 
clusjvely the urgent necessity for the enact- 
ment of legislation at this session that will 
secure to Atlanta some returns for the use of 
its streets by these public utility corporations, 

These tax amendments as passed by the house 
do not provide for any privilege that is not 
enjoyed by other cities. I am informed that 
the charters of Savannah and Augusta give 
the same powers to their city council that is 
aqnes for in es amendments. 

ere are other important matters o 
amendments as they passed thé house not Bens 
porated in the substitute. One is that each 
ward shall be represented on the city boards 
and another prohibits the sale of the old water 
works property. These are especially requested 
by reason of existing conditions in the city. 


Mr. Wright Opposes Substitute. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, desired to know 
in what respect the substitute differed 
from the original measure. Mr. Houston 
informed him that the substitute did not 
contain any provisions relative to the 
taxation of public utilities. 

“it represents a sin of omission and not 
of commission,’ said Mr. Houston. 

“IT am not willing to have my vote 
changed in this house because the city 
} council of Atlanta changes its vote,’ 
said Mr. Wright. “I do not want to be 
pe we Map nor Pee F desire that the 
repres atives of the people’ ghall i 
trified with. 1 do not undatatent ne 
titude of the city council and unless the 
council explains its change of attitude I 
shall vote against the substitute.’’ 

Mr. Egieston, of Fulton, then took the 
floor. 

“IT have not reduced my remarks to 
ee said he, “and I fear that if I 
went into all the ins and outs of the 
matter I should detain you here for 
many hours. My colleagues from Fulton 
and myself haWe conferred and have de- 
cided that it would be to the best in- 
org of the city to pass this substi- 
tute.’’ 

“Is it not a fact,’ asked Mr. Wright, 
“that the other amendments are held up 
in the senate at the request’ of the street 
railway corporations?’’

“I do not think so,”’ 
ton. “I believe that many citizens re- 
quested the measure held up in order | 
that the companies and city authorities 
might reach some agreement. The sena- 
tor from the thirty-fifth has assured us 
that the senate will pass the other bill.”’ 

Mr. George, of Morgan, wanted to have 
the original bill and the substitute read 
so as to compare the two papers. Mr. 
Copeland, of Walker, said the house 
ought not to waste any time over the 
matter; that the substitute was purely « 
local bill which effected the people of 
Atlanta alone. Mr. Franklin, of Wash- 
ington, expressed the same views. 

Senate’s Action Concurred In. 

“I should like to ask Mr. Houston a 
question,’’ said Mr. Wright. ‘Did I 
understand you to say,” continued the 
gentleman of Floyd as Mr. Houston 
arose, ‘‘that the. franchise tax bill was 
buried in the senate?’ 

“No, sir,” said Mr. Houston. ‘I said it 
was in the senate committee. I did not 
mean that I eonsidered it dead, as the 
senator from the thirty-fifth has prom- 
ised to have it acted upon next week.” 

Mr. Egieston also explained that the 
paper up for consideration was not a 
substitute for the franchise tax Dill. 

‘This merely incorporates several of 
the amendments,” said he. “The other 
bill is still in the senate and is to be 
' acted upon.” 

By an almost unanimous vote the house 
eoncurred in the senate substitute. Then 
Mr. Wright, of Floyd, gave notice of 4 
motion to reconsider the action of the 
house. 
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STATEMENT 


SEN. HOWELL’S 


As to the Senate Substitute and the 
House Tax Bill. 

In speaking of the action of the house 
in agreeing to the senate substitute for 
one of the two Atlanta charter bills, 
Senator Clark Howell, of this district, 


said: 

“It is as IL expected it would be. In- 
deed, for the house to have delayed ac- 
tion any further would have been to 
jeopardize or kill the provision for an 
additional alderman, as the election takes 
place next Wednesday. The senate di- 
vided the Atlanta charter bilis simply 
for the purpose of getting the unopposed 
amendments through in time for the city 
election, the provision for a seventh 
ward alderman teing oné of the unop- 
posed amendments in the senate substi- 
tute agreed to by the house yesterday. 

“Action was delayed by the senate on 
the other house bill, which involved the 
tax amendments, simply because it was 
deemed necessary to revise this feature 
of the house bill. When this measure 
was before the house I did not dream that 
it contemplated anything further than to 
put the city in a position where it 
could demand compensation for the 
use of its streets from all public utility 
corporations. When it reached the sen- [ 
‘ate, however, I found that instead of be- 
ing confined to the purpose of the Gar- 
rett-Pierce resolution of council] it con- 
templated the right of unlimited taxation 
on ‘any person, firm, corporation or com- 
pany engaved tn carrying on any trade, 
business, calling or vocation or profes- 
sion,’ in the city of Atlanta, It required

limited taxation upon all of them. ‘Every 
business institution in the city of At- 
lanta operated under a chagter issued by 
the superior court or otherwise’ wouid 
under its terms be Hable to an unlimited 
franchise tax, the right to do business 
under such a charter being defined in the 
bill as a frar.chise. 

“No sooner had the bill reached the 
senate than overwhe!ming protests were 
received. ‘Thirteen of the nineteen mem- 
bers of the city council went on record as 
saying they had never favored such a 
bill, though the fact remains that they 
voted to send this very bill to the legisla- 
ture. Just how the council permitted 
such a bill to go through passes my com- 
prehension. The granting of such sweep- 
ing authority was never contemplated by 
anybody. The provisions of the Dill 
are staggering to contemplate. Even 
from among those who appeared before 
the senate committee in behalf of the 
house bill have come suggestions to me as 
to how and where the bill could be ma- 
terially modified and improved. I took 
the matter up with the mayor, and it was 
at his instance that action upon it was 
delayed by the senate. He asked that 
action on the bill be temporarily with- 
held. Even the city attorney has pre- 
pared a revision of the taxation features 
of the house bill. 

“Tt do not believe there is a business 
man in the city of Atlanta but who would 
promptly agree that the passage of the 
house bill in its present shape would be 
an unwise step. I do not wish to evade 


any responsibility for the passage of thw 
bill in the shape in which it got throug? 
the house, for, under the impression that 
the bill involved nothing more‘than the 
question of securing compensation for the 
city for the use of its streets by public 
utility corporations, I told the house 
members from Fulton that I favored it. 
Not until after it had passed the house 
did I ascertain the sweeping character 
of the taxation features of the measure. . 

“T have taken the matter up with the 
mayor and with the city attorney and 
will see to it that the senate votes on a 
rational measure at a very early date, 
Such a measure will have eliminated trom 
it all the Don Quixote features which 
would play havoc with the business inter- 
ests of Atlanta, and one which will deal 
specifically an! emphatically with the 
direct question of empowering the city to 
exact adequate compensation from all 
public utility corporations for the_use of 
the streets occupied by them. That is 
what the city of Atlanta wants, what 
was supported in the last city election 
even by the pubilc utilitv corporations 
themselves—and that is what the city will 
get.”

-MAY RACE IN ATLANTA 


E JERSEY MIDGET, 


Arthur W. Ross, of Harrison, N. J., 
known familiarly by his fellows as the 
Jersey Midget, will be induced, among 
others, to come to Atlanta. 

Ross is the rider of all men to give 
Bobbie Walthour a very hard ride and 
perhaps a whipping on the indoor track. 
As a rider on the large outdoor tracks 
Ross has few superiors when well han- 
dled, but on the smaller tracks indoors 
he may be said to recognize no superiors. 
His work in '99 as an amateur gave him 
fuch prominence that W. A. Elkes, the 
father of Harry Elkes, the former cham- 
pion, quickly secured the Jerseyman as 
a team mate for Harry in Europe in 1900. 
Ross performed excellently after entering 
professionalism in Europe, but being 2 
team mate of a man better establishe4 
in the field, lost out considerably. Last 
season he rode under poor management 
and lost more close races than any other 
rider was ever known to lose In a season. 
Once he lost to McFarland at Vailsburg 
by a few feet when he might have won 
by a lap with proper coaching. Again, 
he lost to Will Stinson through a misun- 
derstanding of signals, taking the signal 
of the manager of Stinson by error for 
the rightful signal of his own manager 
to go ahead. Ross lost a half lap by the 
error, and his wonderful ride to close 
the gap, which he did all but 20 yards 
in a mile, gave him as great a reputation 
as a win would have done. Then he lost 
to Moran, the Chelsea Milkman, at Prov- 
idence by but a few lengths through 
Moran's pace having come so close to 
him as to compel a dropping back to 
prevent an accident of a serious nature. 
It was thus that Ross lost position and

NEW YORK SPORTS JARRED 
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BY DEFEAT OF M’GOVERN 


New York, November 29.—In sporting 
circles here nothing was talked of today 
more than the defeat of Terry McGovern 
by Young Corbett in Hartford yesterday 
afternoon. That McGovern was beaten 
by a two-handed rushing fighter like him- 
self, was conceded by everybody, but Mc- 
Govern's friends are evidently of the 


opinion that should the boys meet again 


McGovern will retrieve his lost laurels.’ 

This afternoon Sam Harris, McGovern's 
manager, posted $2,500 to bind another 
match, the time and place to be at the 
will of Young Corbett. This afternoon 
Harris said: 

“In order to get a return match with 
Young Corbett, Terry will agree to knock 
him out before the limit of twenty or 
twenty-five rounds is reached, or forfeit 
the entire purse. Now if Young Corbett 
thinks he is McGovern’s master, he will 
cover the forfeit which I have placed in 
reputable hands and if he refuses the 
public can easily see who is the better 
man 

“IT don’t wish to take away any of the 
credit that is due to Young Corbett over 
his great victory, but I still insist that 
the result of the fight was due to a fluke. 
When McGovern was put down in the 
first round, his head came in contact with 
the boarded floor of the ring and this so 
stunned him that he was in a dazed con- 
dition thereafter. McGovern had all the 
better of the mill up to this time and haa 
the ring been padded, there would have 


been another story to tell. In delivering 
the last blow Young Corbett did not re- 
alize himself that he had hit Terry with 
effect, as his head was down and he was 
swinging his hands wildly. It was lucky 
enough to be a winning blow and what 4 
consider a chance one. 

“I am positive that McGovern did noe 
show his true form in this contest and ¢ 
am willing to accept the proposition of 
James C. Kennedy, manager and match- 
maker of the Twentieth Century Athletic 
Club of San Franctsco, who has offered a 
purse of $10,000 for the men to meet again 
in his club. I will wager as much as 
$25,000 on the side that Terry will win. I 
notice that it -has been published that 
Corbett has won the featherweight cham- 
pionship, but this is not true. McGovern 
defeated George Dixon for the title of 
featherweight champion, the limit for 
which is 122 pounds, and when Terry won 
it he only turned the scales at 118 and 
he is now ready at all times to defend 
his championship honors at the_ limit 
against any one.’”’

ARMY FIGHTS NAVY TODAY 
ON THE FOOTBALL FIELD 


Philadelphia, November 29.—The foot- 
ball warriors of the West Point and An- 
napolis academies arrived here today for 
their annual contest tomorrow. 

Nearly every train from the _ north, 
south and west that came in during the 
afternoon and evening brought scores of 
persons who, with the president of the 
United States, will watch the cadets do 
battle on the gridiron. All the prominent 
hotels of the city are crowded tonight 
with officers and other officials of the 
army and navy, Among them are men 
who have figured prominently in the 
government service and they are just as 
enthusiastic over the event of tomorrow 
as is the sturdy .‘‘plebe’’ of either West 
Point or Annapolis. President Roosevelt 
and members of his cabinet, accom- 
panied by their wives, will not arrive 
until shortly*before the time for the be- 
ginning of the game, which is scheduled 


.for 2 o'clock. 


A couple of inches of snow covers the 
scene tonight, but the playing field is in 
splendid condition, the university au- 
thorities having taken the precaution of 
covering the ground with hay before the 
snow began falling. 

The 24,000 cards of admission were di- 
vided between the two academies and 
the university and distributed gratis by 
them. The Pennsylvania authorities alone 
were compelled to refuse 15,000 applica- 
tions, so great was the demand. Not-

Senator Howell’s Reply to Chairman 
Colville, of Citizens’ Committee. _ 


FAVORS EXTENDING LIMITS 


Correspondence in Reference to Sen- 
ate Bill To Incorporate 
Peachtree. 


— 


At a recent meeting of the committee 
on the extension of the present city 
limits of the new charter commission, 
resolutions were adopted protesting 
against the incorporation of separate 
municipal towns adjoining Atlanta on the 
ground that they would be a menace to 
the growth and prosperity of the city. 
The resolution stated that the city char- 
ter commission now had under consider- 
ation the extension of the present city 
limits and it requested the senator and 
representatives from this district to with- 
hold action on the measure which pro- 
posed to incorporate Peachtree. The 
committee consisted of Fulton Colville, 
chairman, Hoke Smith, J. W. English, 
W. W. Draper, kK. W. Martin, G.- Be 
Dodd and W. D. Ellis. 

Chairman Colville communicated the 
resolutions to the senator and represen- 
tatives from Fullon and received yester- 
day the following letter from Senator 
Howell in reply to the communication of

Hon. Fulton Colville, Chairman, At- 
lanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I beg to acknowl- 
edge receipt of yours of the "Yxth instant, 
with inclos tre of resolutions adopted by 
the city charter commission committee 
on city limits. 

In reply thereto I will be glad to have 
you advise your committee that the 
Peachtree charter bill does not contem- 
plate the establishment of a corporation 
that will in any degree prevent the log~ 
ical growth of Atlanta, so that it may 
comprise all suburban localities which 
should naturally be an integral part or 
the city of Atlanta. 

l am in favor of the extension of the 
limits of the city of Atlanta s9 as to in- 
clude all such suburban localities. 1 have 
persistently and invariably advocated 
such extension. A few years ago when 
the matter was under considcration by 
the city council of Atlanta lI advocated 
it personally, and editorially in The Con- 
stitution. ‘The council at that time 
thought it inadvisable to make such ex- 
tension of the city limits. 

It seems to me that it is of the utmost 
importance not only to the locality at- 
fected, but to th> city of Atlanta as weil, 
that scmething should be done to enable 
the people interested in this measure to 
fccure adequete sanitary protection. Con- 
tagious disease recognizes nu arbitrary 
city line, and unh2althy conditions aris- 
ing from bad sanitation in communities 
just beyend the city limits are dangerous 
not only to the people of such communil- 
ties, sut to thre whole city as well. 

In order that the Peachtree charter bill, 
as introduced in the senate, might in no 
wise be considered as an cbstacle to At- 
lanta’s logical growth, a requirement was 
inserted specifically stacing that the 
charter should not be so construed as tg 
prevent the city of Attanta from includ- 
ing said town within its limits at any 
time it was prepared to take such action. 

1 was unable to be present at the meet- 
ing of citizens at which the charter was 
considered, but sent a communication, in 
which I said: 

“Being a resident of the locality affect- 
ed by the bill, 1 do not think It would 
be proper for me to ask the passage cf 
any measure that would take away trom 
the city of Atlanta the right to extend 
its limits so as to include all the contigu- 
ous territory which, ultimately, by rea- 
son of its position, ought to be inciuded in 
the city’s limits.” 

Il am intormed that the citizens’ meet- 
ing adopted resolutions making it clear 
that nothing in the proncused step toward 
incorporation was intended tc establish 
any barrier against the right of the city 
of Atlanta to extend its limits at will, 
and that the preposed legislation was 
simply to mect an emergency that with- 
out annexation to Atlanta can be over- 
come only by a temporary incorporation 
which would be dependent upon any fu- 
ture action that the city of Atlanta might 
take toward including withir its limits 
the community so incorporated, without 
any incumbranee, condition or stipulation. 

I reply to you at this length in order 
that vou may understand that the meas- 
ure referred to is in no wise intended to 
hamper the freedom of the charter com- 
mission in making such extension of the 
city limits as may be deemed advisable. 

I will gladly cooperate with the commis- 
sion in making such extension of the At- 
lanta limits. in my opinion, the city’s 
corporate line should be s0 extended as 
to include all resident communities which 
are adjacent to the city 

The city council! made a mistake in re- 
fusing to make this extension a téw 
years ago. Had it taken favorable action 
then the city would have derived the 
benefit of a large udditional population in 
the lasc federal cersus. | urged annexa- 
tion then, without success. 1 favor it 
now. 

You may inform your committee that 
I wili advocate no measure that will take 
away trom the city of Atlanta any rignt 
that it has to at any tim? extend its city 
limits so as to include any community 
now adjacent sto the city. Very truly 
yours, CLARK HOWELL.

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By a recent change of schedule made 
by the Atlantic Coast Line, Atlanta zains 
another through route to Wilmington, 
while the time is reduced to fourteen and 
one-half hours, quite a considerable re- 
duction. 

Heretofore it has been impossible tu go 
to Wilmington via Augusta without lay-~- 
ing over all night at some point. The 
changes made by the Atlantic Coast Line 
give close connection at all junctions 
and allow the trip to be made almost 
entirely by daylight.
